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ALPINE (Downhill) SKIING— 
Wisp Ski Resort, located in McHenry 
and adjacent to Deep Creek Lake, 
is Maryland’s only ski resort. Rising 
to an elevation of 3,080 feet with a 
610 foot vertical drop, Wisp offers a 
wide variety of terrain to suit both 
young and old from beginner to 
expert. There are 23 trails covering 
100 acres of skiable surface. Wisp 
is renowned for its extensive snow- 
making system, and can cover 90% 
of all trails with machine-made 
snow. The lift system includes two 
triple and three double chair lifts 
as well as a rope and handle tow 
with uphill capacity of 9,120 skiers 
per hour. Lights cover 90% of the 
trails for night skiing. 


The base area includes a half- 
pipe for snowboard skiers anda 
children’s center which is open 
during ski season. The McHenry 
House Base Lodge houses a wide 
variety of food and beverage 
outlets also open year-round. These 
include The Bavarian Room, 

The Gathering, Pizzazz Pizzeria, 
Sweet Street Cafe’ Pastry Shop and 
two bars: Shenanigans and the 
23° Below Lounge. 


Rentals and lessons in both 
ski and snowboard are always 
available. A complete line of 
equipment and accessories are for 
sale at Rudy’s Ski Shop, also in the 
McHenry House.

Garrett County offers a wide variety 
of family entertainment at its finest 
by local and touring artists featuring 
music concerts, theater and other 
art forms by the Garrett Lakes Arts 
Festival at Deep Creek Lake and the 
Penn Alps Summer Concert Series 
in Grantsville. For more informa- 
tion, see the Ongoing Calendar of 
Events and display advertisements 
in this guide. 


BICYCLING—We are “bicycle 
friendly” and there are hundreds of 
miles of easy to moderate rolling 
terrain for the beginner and inter- 
mediate cyclists. More challenging 
routes are also available for the 
experienced rider. Both CAM (Cycle 
Across Maryland), and the American 
Lung Association have provided 
10, 25, 50, 75, and 100 mile tours 
for their participants during the 
summer and fall seasons. All routes 
are easily accessible to motels, 
bed & breakfasts, restaurants, and 
campsites. Garrett County is safe 
riding because the State Highway 
Administration has provided 10' 
shoulders on most of Routes 40, 
135, 219, and 495. They also broom 
clean these shoulders each spring. 
The cities of Oakland and Mountain 
Lake Park are both of historical 
interest and provide easy and 
leisurely rides.

County includes the headwaters of 
the Potomac River flowing east to 
Washington, DC and the Atlantic 
Ocean, and the headwaters of the 
Youghiogheny River flowing north 
and then west via the Monongahela 
into the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers and on to the Gulf of Mexico.

4. Engines may not exceed the 
manufacturers recommended 
capacity, or total displacement 
of 550 cubic inches, whichever 
is less. 


5. Parasailing is not permitted 
on the lake. 


6. Vessels shall be muffled so 
as not to exceed state noise 
level limits. 


7. No garbage, sewage or other 
waste materials may be 
discharged into the lake. 


8. Aircraft are prohibited on the 
lake and buffer strip. 


9. Hovercraft and personal water- 2 


craft (a motorized vehicle 
which cannot carry more than 
two persons and can attain 
speed in excess of 15 knots, 
i.e., jet skis, wet bikes and 
similar vessels) may not be 


Saturdays, Sundays and holi- 
days between the Memorial 
Day weekend and Labor Day. 


Restricted Skiing Areas and Speed Zones: 


1.On Deep Creek Lake, a person 
may not operate a vessel tow- 
ing a skier, an aquaplane, or 
similar device within 100 feet 
of any bridge on Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays from 
11:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. between 
the Memorial Day weekend 
and Labor Day. 


2. Water-skiing is not permitted 
beyond the buoys in the upper 
end of North Glade Cove from 
12:00 noon until sunset each 
Saturday, Sunday, and holiday. 


3.A person may not operate a 
vessel at a speed in excess of 
3 knots within 100 feet of the 
shoreline anywhere on the 
lake, except that a person may 
tow a skier from a dock or 
shore and then immediately 
exit the restricted area. 


4.A person may not operate a 
vessel in excess of 3 knots 
between the hours of 11:00 a.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. on Saturday, 
Sunday, and holidays from 
the Memorial Day weekend to 
Labor Day in that area which 
lies between Beckman’s Cove 
and North Glade Cove. 


5.A person may not operate a 
vessel at a speed in excess of 
3 knots at any time in the 
following areas: Meadow 
Mountain Run, east of the 
Meadow Mountain Bridge; 
McHenry Cove, north of the 
restriction buoys; upper end 
of Red Run Cove, southwest 
of the restriction buoys; 
Thayerville Cove, southwest 
of a line of buoys extending 
from the easternmost point of 
the Arrowhead peninsula; 
upper end of Hoop Pole Cove, 
southwest of the restriction 
buoys; and upper end of Pawn 
Run Cove, northwest of the 
restriction buoys.

Primitive campers may set up in 
the Potomac State Forest along the 
Potomac River and on Backbone 
Mountain, Garrett State Forest 
designated area, and the Savage 
River State Forest designated areas. 


CROSS-COUNTRY SKIING— 
Also known as Nordic skiing or ski 
touring, cross-country skiing com- 
bines skiing with the pleasures of 
hiking. With over 70,000 acres of 
public land, Garrett County is a 
haven for the growing number of 
cross-country ski enthusiasts. New 
Germany State Park offers cleared 
and marked trails beginning in the 
main park area. A snow-free parking 
area is provided. Herrington Manor 
has six miles of maintained trails 
around Herrington Lake and an 
additional six miles of primitive 
trails. There are also marked hiking 
trails at Deep Creek and Swallow 
Falls State Parks, which are suitable 
for cross-country skiing. Just bring 
your skis and lunch and enjoy the 
spectacular scenic winter beauty of 
Garrett County. For information on 
skiing conditions, contact the parks 
(see listing on page 102). See the 
display advertisements in this guide 
for businesses which offer ski rentals. 


FISHING—Fishing in Garrett 
County waters is one of the area’s 
most exciting and rewarding sports. 
Maryland's largest freshwater lake, 
Deep Creek Lake, is the center of 
fishing activity in the region. 


Excellent fishing for brown, 
rainbow and brook trout is available 
in Garrett County streams. Special 
regulation areas on The Savage and 
Casselman Rivers, numerous stocked 
streams and a multitude of native 
brook trout streams provide anglers 
with a variety of quality trout fish- 
ing possibilities. For a list of stocked 
streams and applicable regulations, 
consult the Maryland Sportfishing 
Guide which is available from 
sellers of fishing licenses. 


A County Fishing Contest is 
held annually May | through Sep- 
tember 30. Awards are given for the 
season’s largest catches, and weekly 
winners are also given prizes. Fish 
must be registered at Johnny's Bait 
House on Route 219 near McHenry.

FLY-FISHING—Garrett County, like 
the rest of the nation, is experiencing 
a tremendous resurgence of interest in 
the sport of fly-fishing and emerging as 
one of the finest fresh water fisheries 
in the east, offering anglers more than 
320 miles of streams and rivers and 
nearly 5,000 acres of placid lake water 
in which to try your luck or test your skill.

The region has become so popular 
it has been the subject of at least four 
national fly-fishing TV shows, numerous 
public TV segments, and drawn acco- 
lades from experienced fly-fishermen 
from across the country. 


What seems to be fueling the fires 
of this new found interest is the re- 
emergence of the “three sisters” as they 
are known to anglers—the Yough- 
iogheny, Casselman and North Branch 
of the Potomac—all rivers once dead, 
but now very much alive and teeming 
with brown, rainbow, brook and cut- 
throat trout. These three plus Bear 
Creek and the Savage River offer a 
veritable smorgasbord of fly-fishing 
opportunities, plus miles of small 
streams full of brook trout. 


The comeback of the “three sisters” 
has happened through the joint efforts 
of the citizens of small towns in Garrett 
County who have invested in sewage 
treatment facilities, coal companies 
who have reclaimed abandoned strip 
and deep mines, and innovative 
thinking by State Officials within the 
Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources followed by an aggressive 
restoration program. 


The Maryland Bureau of Mines has 
reclaimed more than 5,000 acres of 
abandoned mines in the region and 
installed acid neutralizing lime dosers 
along the North Branch of the Potomac 
River. Within a year, fish were being 
stocked in a river that had been devoid 
of life for nearly a century. The overall 
program has been so successful that 
other states are now looking at Maryland 


as the model to re-establish their own 
lagging fisheries. 


To accomplish this goal, fishery 
managers adopted a series of regulations 
designed to meet the often conflicting 
demands of the fishing public by 
adapting the demand to the specific 
characteristic of the resource. The 
Casselman River is a perfect example. 


“What we knew about the Cassel- 
man,” says Ken Pavol, DNR, is that it 
was ideal trout water for about six 
months of the year. Water temperature 
stayed under 55 or 60 degrees until 
about mid June. As water temperatures 
reached 60 or 70 degrees, we lost most 
of the fish in the Casselman, particu- 
larly in years of severe drought.” 


The solution was to designate a 
6-mile stretch of the river a catch and 
release-delayed harvest area. From 
January | through mid June, fishermen 
may use artificial lures or flies only 
and must return fish to the river. But 
from June 15 through December 31, 
fishermen may use any bait they wish 
and are allowed to keep two fish per day. 


Since fish were being caught 8 to 
|2 times during the catch and release 
season, it was economical to stock 
more and larger fish into the river. The 
Casselman now receives about 3,000 
brown and rainbow trout annually and 
hundreds of them are in the 4-5 pound 
class. It is not uncommon for anglers 
to catch 40 or more fish per day during 
the catch and release season and there 
are plenty of holdover brown trout to 
challenge the experienced fly-fisherman. 


The Youghiogheny, which runs some 
22 miles from Oakland to Friendsville, 
has become an excellent dry fly-fishery 
over the past several years. This is due, 
in part, to the prolific caddis fly hatches 
which occur throughout the season. 
The area of the river below the cold 
water discharge from the Deep Creek 
Lake Power Plant supports a strong 
population of brown and rainbow trout 
and is stocked annually with fingerling 
brown and an experimental strain of 
warm water rainbow trout. 


This section of the river is managed 
as a Trophy Trout Fishing Area-Artificial 
Lures Only. There is a minimum size 
limit of 18 inches on all trout with no 
bait fishing allowed. In recent years 
trout as large as 6 pounds have been 
captured on this stretch of the river. 

A note of caution: When fishing the 
Youghiogheny, you should be aware of 
water releases which raise the river 
substantially. Penelec/GPU provides 
release advisories via a phone number 


at their home office. Anglers are

The North Branch of the Potomac 
River below the Jennings Randolph 
Dam is emerging as one of the premier 
tail race fisheries in the eastern United 
States. The river has made a tremen- 
dous recovery since the 50's and 60's 
when it was virtually devoid of life due 
primarily to abandoned surface and 
deep mines which existed from the 
river's headwaters in West Virginia to 
the town of Westernport, MD, 40 miles 
down river. 


The best access to the North Branch 
is through the small town of Elk Gar- 
den, WV, located south of Kitzmiller, 
MD, and the town of Barnum. It is 
recommended that you consult a map 
before setting out. Since Maryland and 
West Virginia have a reciprocal agree- 
ment on the North Branch, a valid 
license from either state is recognized 
on both sides of the river. 


GOLF—Garrett County features 
two 18-hole championship golf 
courses. The Oakland Golf Club, which 
is open from April to October, offers a 
pro shop as well as Club House with 
dining room. This course is 10 miles

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length, width and design but are 
generally in the 165 cm length and 
12 to 18 inches in width. Most snow- 
board skiers wear a heavy winter 
boot (unlike the stiff plastic boots 
alpine skiers wear) and are attached 
to the board with bindings in a fixed 
position. Snowboard skiers at Wisp 
Ski Resort use the same lifts and 
trails as alpine skiers and follow the 
same rules of the slopes. Additionally, 
Wisp offers a halfpipe for snowboard 
skiers. The halfpipe is 400' long and 
30' wide with high-banked walls. 
Snowboard riders maneuver in the 
halfpipe much like a skateboard rider 
would on ramps seen at a number of 
skateboard parks. Competitions in 
both halfpipe and slalom are staged 
at Wisp throughout the season. 
Wisp also offers snowboard rentals 
and lessons. 


SNOWMOBILING—Due to a 
large amount of snowfall each winter, 
snowmobiling is also a popular 
sport. This exciting sport offers thrills 
for both young and old and has 
brought many indoor sports fans to 
the great outdoors. 


Snowmobiling is permitted in 
State Forests on approximately 35 
miles of marked trails. Maps of exist- 
ing snowmobile trails and general 
information are available from the 
State Forest offices or the Promotion 
Council office. Snowmobiling is 
permitted on private lands only with 
written permission from the land- 
owner. You may not ride a snowmobile 
on or adjacent to public highways 
except to cross at a 90-degree angle. 
You may not cross a limited access 
highway. Be sure when you cross a 
road you are on a designated DNR 
trail or that you have written permis- 
sion from all landowners involved. 
Snowmobile permits are required to 
utilize snowmobile trails in any 
Maryland State Park. Trails are only 
available for use between December 
15 through March 15. Permits are 
$15.00 for the 4-month period and 
are only available at some State Park 
Offices. Additional information 
regarding snowmobiling laws may be 
obtained from the Maryland State 
Police at (301) 387-1101. 


SWIMMING—One of the most 
popular of all summer sports. There 
are four public swimming areas in 
the county.

BACKBONE MOUNTAIN—At an 
elevation of 3,360 feet, this is the 
highest point in the State of Mary- 
land, located in the southern portion 
of the county at the crest of the 
Alleghenies. The mountain is 
crossed by U. S. Route 50, and the 
highest point is noted by an historical 
marker on the northern side of Route 
50 just east of Red House. 


BEAR CREEK FISH REARING 
STATION—The history of Garrett 
County is closely associated with its 
excellent trout fishing. Since the 
early 19th Century, sportsmen have 
come to the area for trout. Many 
records of phenomenal catches still 
exist. At the Bear Creek Fish Rearing 
Station on the Bear Creek Road near 
Friendsville, visitors can see the 
future catches in all stages of growth, 
from fingerlings up to 14-inch prizes. 
The pools are located in a green 
glade with large trees. 


BROADFORD RECREATION 
AREA—A delightful park outside 
Oakland in Mt. Lake Park off Pittsburgh 
Avenue, this area boasts a 138-acre 
lake with 700 feet of beach. There is 
a bathhouse, concession building, 
boat ramp for rowboats, and extensive 
picnic grounds. The emphasis is on 
swimming, picnicking and fishing. 


Owned and operated by the town 
of Oakland, a nominal admission fee 
is charged and planned activities 
and events are held each weekend 
throughout the season. 


THE COVE—Traveling on Route 
219, you can see a panoramic view of 
one of the finest farming districts in 
the area. At a 2,800-foot elevation 
on the highway, the cove appears to 
be a huge amphitheater, surrounded 
on all sides by mountain ranges. 
Farms are laid out in soil-conserving 
contour strips. During the spring, 
summer and fall, an artist’s painting 
could not be more picturesque. 

If traveling south from Interstate 68 
on Route 219, the Cove scenic over- 
look is located on the right just a few 
miles north of Accident. The view is 
highly recommended. 


CRAFTS—lIn recent years, there 
has been a resurgence in the popular- 
ity of original crafts and handcrafted 
items. There are many places in 
Garrett County which serve as outlets 
to countless area craftsmen. All are 
open to the public and you are en- 
couraged to visit and see examples 
of original handerafted items. 


Demonstrations of various crafts are 
scheduled throughout the year at the 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village near Penn 
Alps in Grantsville, where examples 
of weaving, woodworking, wood 
carving, clock making, casting and 
forging, as well as many other crafts, 
are demonstrated. Local craft outlets 
are listed in the Directory of Services. 


THE CRANESVILLE SUB-ARCTIC 
SWAMP—One of nature’s natural 
phenomena, the swamp covers over 
500 acres of land which sprawls 
across the boundaries of Maryland 
and West Virginia. Formed during 
the Ice Age, this remnant of boreal 
forest produces growth normally 
found only in arctic regions and offers 
geologists, biologists and nature 
buffs the opportunity to observe 
many rare species of flora and fauna. 
The swamp is a true bog and during 
the wet seasons, traveling to the 
interior is nearly impossible. Visitors 
may view the perimeter of the swamp 
from public roads. A boardwalk has 
been constructed for easy visitor 
access. To preserve the fragile ecology 
of the swamp, visitors are requested 
to remain on the boardwalk or desig- 
nated paths and removal of plants 
and animals is prohibited. 


To reach the swamp from Oakland, 
follow Liberty Street out of town 
past the Oakland Railroad Station; 
this becomes the Herrington Manor 
Road. Go approximately 6 miles and 
turn left on the Cranesville Road: go 
4 miles and just past Bell Ringer 
Originals In Wood, turn left on the 
Lake Ford Road at a sign marked 
“Cranesville Swamp Nature Preserve;” 
after traveling on this road approxi- 
mately 2/10 mile, bear right at the 
fork onto another dirt road; in 
another 2/10 mile, turn right onto 
the dirt driveway and follow the 
driveway past the Preserve entrance 
sign and turn right into the parking 
area. To reach the boardwalk, walk 
past the entrance sign and follow the 
marked trail under the electric power 
lines. The swamp is now owned by 
The Nature Conservancy, 2 Wisconsin 
Circle, Chevy Chase, MD 20815. 


DEEP CREEK LAKE—Vacationers 
will find Deep Creek Lake the center 
of Garrett County's recreational 
attractions—the most ideal spot for 
a summer or winter vacation. The 
largest freshwater lake in Maryland, it 
is 12 miles in length with a shoreline 
of 65 miles covering nearly 3,900 acres.

MAPLE SUGAR—Sugaring is 
older than the history of our nation. 
Indians tapped the trees long before 
the white man arrived. The art of 
sugaring is still practiced in Garrett 
County, basically unchanged from 
Indian days. Although one may see 
tractors instead of horses, the pro- 
duction techniques are much the 
same. In spite of the fact that a 
maple must be 40 years old before 
it can be tapped, many groves still 
exist in Garrett County. One of 
the most beautiful is Brenneman’s 
Grove, located near Bittinger. 
Sugaring takes place in the late 
winter or early spring and authentic 
Garrett County maple products are 
available from several stores in

MUDDY CREEK FALLS—Muddy 
Creek Falls is in the Swallow Falls 
State Park within the Garrett State 
Forest. At 52 feet, it is the largest 
waterfall in the State of Maryland, 
and an area of scenic perfection. 
Framed by tall steep slopes covered 
with giant hemlock, it is an area of 
noble primitiveness. 


The land beside the falls is the 
site of the 1918 camp of pioneer 
motor tourists, Henry Ford, Thomas 
Edison and Harvey Firestone. These 
three titans of American industry, 
who had the world to pick from, 
chose to come to this site when they 
wanted to enjoy themselves. The 
site of the camp has been marked. 
The trio returned in 1921. 


Situated in a cool, towering forest, 
the area has complete facilities for 
camping and picnicking. This 52-foot 
cataract is highly recommended to 
the nature lover and camera buff. 


PENN ALPS—Penn Alps is an 
organization dedicated to serving 
residents of the Allegheny Mountains, 
with Garrett County lying in the 
heart of the area served. It operates 
the largest handicraft marketing 
facility in this mountain region, in 
conjunction with a restaurant con- 
taining five dining rooms. The Alpine 
Room, which was added in 1969, is 
graced by a huge fireplace of stone 
dressed in 1818, exposed beams and 
bay windows green with plant life. 
An upstairs dining-conference room 
was restored in 1988 to its original 
1818 log structure. It is also the 
home of the Penn Alps Summer 
Concert Series. 


Situated on U.S. 40, just east of 
Grantsville, Penn Alps is conve- 
niently located for tourists and has 
ample parking facilities.

RUTH ENLOW LIBRARY OF 
GARRETT COUNTY—This county 
library system includes the main 
library in Oakland, branches in Grants- 
ville and Accident, and community 
libraries in Friendsville and Kitzmiller.

A computer catalog makes it easy to 
borrow needed materials also from 
the libraries in Hagerstown, Balti- 
more and several universities.

SAILBOAT RACES—During the 
season, Memorial Day to Labor Day, 
races are held every Saturday and 
Sunday on the southern part of Deep 
Creek Lake, and may be viewed by 
spectators in boats in that area. Even 
if you are not a participant, the view 
of dozens of sailboats skimming the 
lake in competition, with multi-colored 
spinnakers flying is breathtaking. 

In addition to the weekly series, 
regattas are held for Flying Scot and 
Laser class sailboats at the local, 
district, and national levels. Garrett 
County is the home of Flying Scot, 
Inc., formerly the Gordon Douglass 
Boat Company, established by the 
late Gordon K. Douglass, one of 
America’s foremost sailboat designers, 
who designed the Thistle, the High- 
lander, and the locally-built Flying 
Scot sailboats. 


SAVAGE RIVER & RESERVOIR— 
A most aptly named river. For the 
whitewater paddler, the Savage is 
narrow, mean and harrowing and 
almost completely whitewater for 
5 1/2 miles. The road from the Savage 
River Dam to Bloomington parallels 
the river for most of the run. 


One of Maryland’s largest, the 
Savage River Dam, is 1,050 feet long, 
rising 184 feet above the streambed. 
Stream flow from the dam is controlled 
by a concrete-lined tunnel 10 feet in 
diameter and 170 feet long. 


This was the site of the 1989 
Whitewater World Championships 
featuring participants from more 
than 20 countries around the world, 
the U.S. Canoe & Kayak Team 
Olympic Trials in May 1992, and will 
also host future international white- 
water races. 


The Savage River Reservoir pro- 
vides excellent fishing year-round. 


SPRUCE FOREST ARTISAN 
VILLAGE—Original log cabins, as 
well as numerous other rustic struc- 
tures, comprise the Spruce Forest 
Artisan Village, located next to Penn 
Alps on Route 40 east of Grantsville. 
Each summer, these buildings serve 
as work and display areas for crafts- 
men such as spinners, weavers, 
potters, stained glass workers, wood 
sculptors and bird carvers. In summer, 
the Miller House and Compton 
School are hosted by volunteers. 
The Village is open Memorial Day 
weekend through the last Saturday 
in October Monday through Saturday 
10 a.m.-5p.m., and the artisan 
shops are closed in the winter. The 
Village is the home of the Summer- 
fest & Quilt Show in mid-July. 


YOUGHIOGHENY OVERLOOK 
INFORMATION CENTER—This 
Center features information on all 
areas within the State of Maryland. 
Brochures are available at this State 
Center which is open year ‘round, 
seven days a week 9 a.m. - 5 p.m. 
daily. 


The Center is located on the 
eastbound lane of Interstate 68 east 
of Friendsville. The center was named 
1989 Maryland Information Center of 
the Year by the Maryland Office of 
Tourism Development. 


YOUGHIOGHENY RIVER AND 
RESERVOIR—One of the most 
exciting scenic and wild rivers in 
Maryland is the Youghiogheny. Its 
waters flow through a vast unspoiled 
area from southern Garrett County 
to north of Friendsville, where it 
feeds the Youghiogheny Reservoir, a 
recreation and flood-control project 
of the Army Corps of Engineers. 

The State of Maryland is moving to 
preserve the Youghiogheny and keep 
it in its natural state. Many parts of 
the river and reservoir offer excellent 
fishing and whitewater opportunities. 
Trout and bass are favorite catches. 


Swallow Falls State Park on the 
Youghiogheny River offers several 
miles of hiking trails as well as 
camping sites. ce)

Historical Sites 


THE TOWN OF ACCIDENT— 
FLOWERY VALE—Accident is 
located on busy Route 219 about 
5 miles north of Deep Creek Lake in 
a scenic farming valley dating back 
to 1800. The oldest known struc- 
ture— the Drane House—has been 
restored. Sites of the two earliest 
frame structures used by Lutheran 
congregations for church services 
have been marked by stone markers 
in Zion Cemetery and St. Paul's 
New Cemetery. The 75-year-old 
yellow brick schoolhouse is now a 
handsomely remodeled complex, 
comprising the Flowery Vale Senior 


Center and Valley View Apartments. 


A lovely park and picnic pavilion, 
plus Town View Village, another 
apartment complex for the elderly, 
occupy the site of the famous 
Speicher Horse Barn which housed 
imported Belgian and Percheron 
horses. The historic Kaese’s Mill still 
stands along the Bear Creek-Fish 
Hatchery Road, appearing much as 
it did when constructed in 1868.

It is the main event that serves as 
Accident’s Homecoming Day, draw- 
ing large crowds of relatives and 
former residents. Grocery stores, 
library, post office, doctor and 
dentist, churches, garage and auto- 
mobile dealership, service stations, 
schools, public water and sewerage 
systems, well-kept private homes, 
and excellent roads provide the 
elements that make Accident a 
most desirable rural village. 


B&O RAILROAD STATION IN 
OAKLAND—One of the oldest 
stations in the country, this Queen 
Anne-style station was built in 
1884 after the BGO had developed 
a resort clientele for Oakland and 
Garrett County. The ground the 
station stands on was used by the 
B&O Railroad as early as 1851. 


The Oakland station is now 
in the National Registry. It is 
distinguished by its incised brick, 
picturesque massing and the mixing 
of building materials characteristic 
of this disappearing building style. 
It was built by the Baltimore firm

of Baldwin and Pennington, which 
constructed a similar station in 
Laurel, Maryland in 1884. 


It is located in Oakland, near 
the intersection of Second and 
Liberty Streets. 


BRADDOCK’S ROAD—Built by 
British General Edward Braddock’s 
army in 1755, under the direction 
of aide-de-camp George Washington, 
the road really is an improvement of 
the old Indian route, Nemacolin’s 
Trail. The General died along this 
route while retreating from near 
Fort Duquesne (Pittsburgh) to 
Fort Cumberland, after a crushing 
defeat by a small force of French 
and Indians. 


Braddock’s Road became a major 
route west until it was abandoned 
in the 19th century with the con- 
struction of the National Road 
(Route 40). 


The Road is most readily 
identified at Little Meadows, one 
of Braddock’s most important en- 
campments and a site often used 
by George Washington. It is about 
four miles east of Grantsville on 


the north side of U.S. Route 40.

Historical Sites (continued) 


CASSELMAN HOTEL—The 
Casselman Hotel commemorates 
the great days of the National Pike. 
Located on Main Street (old Route 
40) in Grantsville, the hotel, still 
in Operation, was first opened as a 
drover's inn.in 1824. (See display 
advertisement in this guide). Many 
of the early features of the building 
have been preserved; to the modern 
traveler, the hotel offers all of the. 
modern conveniences. The hotel 
has been in operation for over 170 
years and is one of the outstanding 
landmarks within Garrett County's 
boundaries. 


CASSELMAN RIVER BRIDGE— 
At the time of its construction, this 
was the largest single-span stone 
arch bridge in the United States 
(80 feet). Built in 1813 of beautiful 
native Western Maryland stone, it 
served traffic on the nation’s first 
Federal highway. 


Once a part of the National Pike ~ 
running between Cumberland, MD, 
and Wheeling, WV, it provided an 
improved method of transportation 
for drovers, freighters, wagoners, 
horsemen, stagecoach passengers 
and pedestrians when the western 
frontier was the Alleghenies. 


While watching its construction, 
people speculated that the bridge 
would collapse when the supporting 
timbers were removed. To avoid 
having the general public as an 
audience should the bridge collapse 
at the celebration planned for the 
removal of the supports, the con- 
tractor loosened them the night 
before the ceremony. The next day, — 
he stood under the bridge during 
the ceremony to prove its worthiness. 
The graceful stone arch has stood 
for the past 182 years as one of 
Garrett County's most photogenic 
as well as historic sites. 


The bridge was closed to traffic 
in 1953 and restored with funds 
made available by the State of 
Maryland. In 1964, the Department 
of Interior designated the bridge a 
Registered Historical Landmark. 


A beautiful setting for a summer 
cookout or outdoor get-together, 
there is a picnic area with fireplaces 
and other facilities alongside the 
bridge. The bridge is located on 
Route 40 east of Grantsville near

CHURCH OF THE PRESIDENTS 
IN OAKLAND—All three of the 
Presidents—Grant, Harrison and 
Cleveland—who preferred Garrett 
County to any other place for their 
vacations, attended services in this 
stone building at the corner of 
Second and Liberty Streets in Oak- 
land. For some years it was not 
used, but it is now open to the public 
and occupied by St. Matthew's 
Episcopal Congregation, who 
restored the building to its present 
handsome condition. 


DRANE HOUSE—Built in the 
late 1700's just east of Accident, 
the Drane House is one of the very 
few original frontier plantation 
homes remaining on Maryland's 
Tableland. It is the key to Accident’s 
past and the living history of 
tobacco growing days in the uplands. 
The house has now been restored 
and is open for tours upon request 
by calling the Accident Town Hall 
Monday, Wednesdays and Fridays 
at (301) 746-6346. Admission is 
free and visitors are invited to visit 
this important part of Garrett 
County's past. 


FRIEND FAMILY ASSOCIATION'S 
NATIONAL HERITAGE MUSEUM 
AND LIBRARY— The museum 
depicts the history of Friendsville, 
first settled by John Friend in the 
early 1760's. The museum and 
library contain artifacts of early 
Indian dwellers, 700 general genea- 
logical books and files on most 
local families in addition to the 
Friend family. The museum is ; 
located on Maple Street in Friends- 
ville and is open on Wednesday, 
Friday and Saturday, 12-3 p.m. or 
by appointment, May-November. 
Visitors desiring additional 
information may contact Ina Hicks 
at (301) 746-5615. 


FRIENDSVILLE—The site of 
the first settlement (Selbysport is 
the oldest town) in Garrett County, 
Friendsville was named for John 
Friend, Sr., who came to the area in 
1765 and bought the land from the 
Indians. When the C&O Railroad 
was built in 1890, the town became 
an important shipping point for 
lumber products.

Youghiogheny River, is now most 
noted for its very popular annual 
fiddle and banjo competition and 
Friendsville Day summer celebra- 
tion (see Calendar of Events). It is 
also the home of the Friend Family 
Association’s National Heritage 
Museum and Library. 


GARRETT COUNTY HISTORICAL 
MUSEUM—The museum first 
opened in November 1969 and is 
operated under the auspices of the 
Garrett County Historical Society, 
Inc. Many artifacts which are impor- 
tant to the historical and cultural 
development of Garrett County are 
preserved in the museum. Visitors 
are always welcome and many hours 
of delightful reminiscing await. 
The many exhibits and displays 
portray the people of Garrett 
County, their way of life, and their 
progression through the years. An 
Indian and military section contains 
artifacts from the USS Garrett 
County. The museum is located on 
Center Street in downtown Oakland. 
There is no admission charge. 
Special tours may be arranged. 
For information and hours, contact 
the curator at (301) 334-3403 or 
(301) 334-3226. 


GRANTSVILLE—Grantsville is 
located two miles south of the 
Mason-Dixon Line on Route 40 off 
Exit 19 of Interstate 68. A pleasant 
community, Grantsville is the heart 
of some of the most productive 
farmland in the region. (See display 
advertisement in this guide). 


As the oldest and most historic 
section of Garrett County, Grants- 
ville is the site of many historic 
landmarks. For example, the visitor 
will find the Casselman Hotel, built 
in 1824. It was first used by drovers 
and farmers traveling westward 
over the National Pike. Still in 
operation, the Casselman Hotel 
offers services to today’s traveler. 


The Casselman River Bridge, 
built in 1813 on Route 40 east of 
Grantsville, was the largest single- 
span stone arch bridge of its kind 
at the time of construction. The 
bridge offers excellent photographic 
opportunities, as well as picnic 
facilities in a charming setting. 


One of the oldest grist mills in 
Garrett County is Stanton’s Mill, 
located in Grantsville on Route 40. 
The mill dates back to 1797 and 
still in operation, it is an interesting 
stop for any visitor. 


Grantsville also boasts Penn 
Alps, originally an 1818 stagecoach 
stop on the National Road (Route 
40), just east of town. Penn Alps is 
‘now arestaurant and craft shop, 
which is the largest handicraft 
marketing facility in this mountain 
region. The adjacent Spruce Forest 
Artisan Village contains restored 
log cabins, a plank shed and other 
rustic buildings which house a 
variety of artisans during the 
summer months. 


McHENRY—Named for Col. 
James McHenry of Baltimore, who 
was an aide to General George 
Washington during the American 
Revolution. Dr. McHenry was a 
physician, signer of the Constitution, 
and Secretary of War under two Presi- 
dents. Fort McHenry in Baltimore, 
site of the British bombardment 
during the War of 1812, was also 
named in his honor. On Route 219 
at McHenry, overlooking Deep Creek 
Lake, a memorial plaque has been 
erected honoring Dr. McHenry. 


The settlement was originally 
named “Buffalo Marsh” since the 
carcass of a large buffalo was 
found in the mud there by the first 
white men who visited the area. 


McHenry is the site of Wisp, 
Maryland's only downhill ski slope; 
Deep Creek Lake, Maryland's 
largest freshwater lake and center 
of the area’s recreational activities; 
Garrett Community College, a fully 
accredited 2-year learning institu- 
tion; and the Garrett County 
Fairgrounds, home of the annual 
County Agricultural Fair and many 
other events and activities. 


MOUNTAIN LAKE PARK— 
From 1882 until 1942 the town was 
a Chautauqua-type resort, having 
as many as 28 hotels and boarding 
houses in 1912. Thousands of 
visitors from all over the east would 
visit the Park every year to partake 
of the cool, clean mountain air and 
the numerous cultural, educational 
and recreational activities offered 


by the Chautauqua program.

Historical Sites (continued) 

Wealthy families fortunate enough 
to own their own homes in the 
Park would bring their servants, 
animals, and in later years, auto- 
mobiles, via the B&O Railroad and 
spend the entire summer. President 
William Howard Taft, William 
Jennings Bryan and the evangelist, 
Billy Sunday, were just three well- 
known individuals who visited the 
Park and spoke before huge 
audiences. Many of the musical, 
dramatic and oratorical perfor- 
mances were presented in a 5,000 
seat amphitheater. 


A portion of the Park with a 
number of Victorian houses has 
been listed in the National Register 
of Historic Places. 


OAKLAND—Situated ona 
plateau 2,650 feet above sea level, 
the county seat was founded 23 
years before Garrett County was 
established. The main line of the 
B&O Railroad came through 
Oakland in 1851 boosting the 
community's development as a 
commercial center. The railroad 
was also responsible for the popu- 
larization of the Deer Park-Oakland 
area as a resort in the late 1800's. 


Current existing sites of interest 
in Oakland include the Garrett 
County Courthouse, built in 1908: 
the Garrett County Historical 
Museum on Center Street; the 
B&O Railroad Station, “The Church 
of the Presidents” (St. Matthew’s 
Episcopal Church) on Liberty 
Street: and the Ruth Enlow Library. 
See other entries in this book for 
additional information on other 
attractions. 


“OUR FATHERS HOUSE” LOG 
CHURCH—Now a mission of the 
Episcopal Church, this is among 
the last log churches in the Eastern 
United States remaining in use 
today. Reportedly built at a cost of 
$50, it is situated in a shady grove 
on Route 135 on Backbone Moun- 
tain near Altamont. 


Services are held from mid-June 
to Labor Day. Services the rest 
of the year are held at St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, Deer Park. 


PENN ALPS—This 1818 log 
building was built as a stagecoach 
stop on the National Road (Route 
40), east of Grantsville and originally 
called the “Little Crossings Inn.” 

It now serves as a restaurant and 
craft shop and is the largest handi- 
craft marketing facility in the area 
(see display advertisement in this 
guide). Penn Alps is adjacent to the 
Spruce Forest Artisan Village of 
four log cabins, a plank shed and 
numerous other rustic buildings, 
including Revolutionary War era 
and 1920 log houses, and the 1835 
Miller House, built by an Amish 
patriarch of the Casselman Valley. 
The Spruce Forest Artisan Village 
Summerfest and Quilt Show is held 
here annually in July, and the craft 
village is open May through October. 


THE SANG RUN AREA—Out of 
its magnificent resources the county 
has produced a book which, for a 
hundred years, has rated as a great 
hunter's classic. This autobiography 
is Forty-Four Years of the Life of a Hunter, 
written by Meshach Browning, 
Maryland’s most noted hunter. 

His famous rifle is now on display 
in the Smithsonian Institution. 


Meshach Browning settled in 
this area, known at one time as the 
“Sanging Ground.” His hunts in 
this region northwest of Deep 
Creek Lake made him a legend. 


In its very name, “Sang Run” 
contains a reminder of a plant that 
has long association with American 
mountain life—that is, ginseng, 
shortened by the mountaineers to 
“sang.” Its market continues to 
thrive and the dried wild root is so 
valued by the Chinese for medicinal 
purposes that it draws the aston- 
ishing price of over $100 a pound! 


STANTON’S MILL—One of 
oldest grist mills in Garrett County, 
built in 1795 by Jesse Tomlinson. 
The mill was rebuilt in 1856 by 
Perry Schultz and deeded to 
William Stanton in 1862. Stanton’s 
son, Eli, operated the mill for 
43 years. The mill is located at 
Little Crossings on Route 40 near 
Grantsville.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF 
GARRETT COUNTY—Garrett County 
was created in 1872, the last of all 
Maryland counties created. Moreover, 
unless the constitutional provision 
requiring an area of at least 400 
square miles for each new county is 
amended, there will be no new 
counties formed in the future. “Laurel” 
was considered as a name for the 
county, but local sentiment was over- 
whelmingly in favor of Garrett, in 
honor of John W. Garrett, who was at 
that time president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. 


The method followed in the 
creation of Garrett County is unique 
in Maryland history. A permissive 
clause for the creation of a county in 
the area now included in the bounds 
of Garrett County was inserted in the 
Constitution of 1851 (Art. 8, Sec. 2). 
Nothing was done about the matter, 
however, until 1872 after two subse- 
quent constitutions, 1864 and 1867, 
had provided that any new county 
must have an area of at least 400 
square miles and a population of at 
least 10,000. Serious agitation for 
another Western Shore county began

after the creation of Wicomico 
County on the Eastern Shore by the 
Constitutional Convention of 1867. 
By 1871, it was conceded that all 
constitutional requirements had 
been met, and the Assembly created 
Garrett County by Act of April 1, 1872 
(Acts 1872, Ch. 212). The bounds 
were fixed by the act: 


“That all that part of Allegany 
County lying south and west of a line 
beginning at the summit of the Big 
Backbone, or Savage Mountain, 
where the mountain is crossed by 
Mason and Dixon’s line, and running 
thence by a straight line to the middle 
of Savage River, where it empties 
into the Potomac River; thence by a 
straight line to the nearest point or 
boundary of the State of West 
Virginia; then with the said boundary 
to the Fairfax Stone, shall be a new 
county, to be called the County of 
Garrett; provided the provisions of 
this Act as to taking the census of 
the people and the area of said new 
county, and the sense of the people 
therein, shall be complied with in 
accordance with the constitution of 
this state.”

These boundaries consist of three 
straight lines on the west, north, and 
east and the Potomac River on the 
south. The southern boundary of the 
county lies on the right bank of the 
North Branch of the Potomac, whose 
waters are accordingly within the 
limits of Garrett County. The northern 
boundary, fixed by that part of the 
Mason and Dixon line which had no 
permanent markers, was not known 
exactly until the resurvey of that line 
undertaken by the states of Maryland 
and Pennsylvania some time later. 
The eastern boundary was long in 
dispute because of the difficulty of 
surveying the line required by the Act. 
The western line, which also marks 
the common boundary of Maryland 
and West Virginia, could not be drawn 
exactly until the boundary dispute 
between these two states was settled. 
When all its limits were fixed, Garrett 
County was found to have an area of 
662 square miles, making it the 
second largest county in the state. 


HISTORY—The history of Garrett 
County is a record of peaceful settle- 
ment and development. No battles 


were fought here, yet most of the

great events and forces of American 
history played a part in the growth of 
the county. 


The development of several impor- 
tant roads served to open the county 
to settlers. In some instances the 
Indian trails were widened. One such 
trail, Nemacolin’s Path, passed through 
the northern part of this county. Gen- 
eral Braddock’s army, in 1755, followed 
this route and cut the first wagon 
road from Fort Cumberland through 
the wilderness to the Great Meadows 
near Uniontown, Pennsylvania. Along 
this road occurred the opening battle 
of the French and Indian War when 
the young Colonel George Washington _ 
was defeated at Fort Necessity. This 
old road remained in use for a 
number of years. 


The Old State Road (the Winchester- 
Morgantown-Clarksburg Road) built in 
1789 through Garrett County was used 
by settlers going to the new lands 
opened up by the Louisiana Purchase. 


The first great highway linking the 
eastern and western sections of the 
United States was the Cumberland 
Road, which passed through the north- 
ern section of Garrett County near the 
old Braddock Road. This highway, built 
by the Federal Government between 
1811 and 1819, soon became known 
as the National Road and today is part 
of U.S. Route 40. The town of Grants- 
ville, named for Daniel Grant of Balti- 
more, grew up along this highway. 


The Northwestern Turnpike, another 
famous east-west route, crossed the 
southern part of the county. It was 
proposed by George Washington and 
surveyed by Crozet, once a soldier in 
Napoleon's army in Egypt who was 
then an engineer for Virginia. This 
famous pioneer route is now part of 
U.S. Route 50. 


Only a few settlers came into the 
area before the Revolution. John 
Friend, Sr. and his brothers established 
the first permanent settlement, 
“Friend's Fortune,” at the mouth of 
the Youghiogheny River, now the town 
of Friendsville, in 1765. The noted hun- 
ter Meshach Browning describes the 
early days of pioneer life in his book, 
Forty-Four Years of the Life of a Hunter. 


The building of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad through the mountains 
in the 1850's had an even greater effect 
on the growth of the county than the 
coming of the highways. After the 
construction of the railroad through 
the southern part of the county, new 
farmlands were cleared, timber and 
coal resources were developed, and 


towns were built along the route. 
Oakland was laid out in 1849 near the 
little settlement of McCarty’s Mill. 
Bloomington was laid out in the same 
year as a coal mining center, and 
Swanton grew up as a shipping point 
for lumber. 


After having been part of Allegany 
County for 83 years, Garrett County 
was formed in 1872. Oakland, the com- 
mercial center for the southern area, 
was chosen as the county seat. The 
county was named for John W. Garrett 
of Baltimore, who, as president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, had done 
much to further the development of 
the area. During his presidency, the 
railroad built large summer resorts in 
Deer Park and Oakland. Deer Park 
became a resort for the wealthy before 
1900. President and Mrs. Cleveland 
spent a week of their honeymoon 
there in 1886. The town of Mt. Lake 
Park was organized in 1881 as a 
summer religious and cultural center. 
After 1900, Garrett County's popularity 
as a summer resort declined, but the 
coming of Deep Creek Lake and the 
State Parks reversed the trend. 


Coal and lumber have always been 
important industries in the County 
with the communities of Kitzmiller, 
Shallmar, Vindex, Kempton, and 
Jennings developing as mining centers, 
and Friendsville and Crellin as lumber 
and coal areas. Grantsville and 
Accident have remained primarily 
agricultural centers. 


The Garrett County Historical 
Society was organized in 1941 under 
the leadership of the late historian 
Captain Charles E. Hoye, who edited 
its quarterly publication, the Glades Star. 
The magazine circulates throughout 
the United States to more than 500 
members and has been continuously 
published for more than 50 years. 
The Society maintains its own build- 
ing on East Center Street in Oakland,

GEOGRAPHY—Garrett County is 
located in the extreme western 
section of Maryland. It is bordered 
on the north by Pennsylvania and on 
the west and south by West Virginia. 
Roughly triangular in shape and 
containing 662 square miles, it is the 
second largest county of Maryland in 
land area. The Potomac River forms 
the southern boundary and meanders 
irregularly north-eastward to the 
Allegany County line. The 1990 popu- 
lation is approximately 40 persons 
per square mile. It is among the 
more sparsely populated counties in 
the state of Maryland. 


The topography of Garrett County 
is largely mountains. All of the 
county lies within the Appalachian 
Plateau. The average elevation of 
the county is 2,300 feet above sea 
level. There are five main mountain 
ridges: Backbone Mountain, Savage 
Mountain, Meadow Mountain, Negro 
Mountain and Winding Ridge. The 
highest point in the county is Back- 
bone Mountain, 3,360 feet. The 
lowest point, 900 feet, is in the middle 
of Savage River where it empties into 
the Potomac. 


Custom Built to Your Specific Needs 


There is a continental divide in 
Garrett County. It runs along the 
crest of Backbone and Meadow 
Mountains; the water flowing down 
the east slope goes into the Chesa- 
peake Bay via the Potomac River. 
The water on the west slope flows 
into the Gulf of Mexico, via the 
Youghiogheny, Monongahela, Ohio, 
and Mississippi Rivers. The main 
tributary of the Potomac is the Savage 
River on which a large flood control 
dam was built. The Casselman 
River is the main tributary of the 
Youghiogheny. 


ECONOMY—Garrett County's 
economy is influenced by numerous 
sectors. There have been recent 
growths in manufacturing. Several new 
companies have started operations 
recently and others have significantly 
expanded their operations. In all, 
there are 60 some manufacturers 
located throughout the county. 


The dramatic growth in tourism- 
related business has positioned this 
sector as an extremely integral part 
of Garrett County's economy. The 
continued future growth of recreation- 
tourism related businesses may well 
be the driving force behind Garrett's 
economic well-being. 


Other sectors that have an 
important role in Garrett County's 
economy are natural resource based 
industries (mining, timber, farming, 
water-resource based, etc.). The 
County has the State’s only deep- 
mining facility in Maryland, the Mettiki 
deep-mine, which employs approxi- 
mately 300 persons. Numerous saw- 
mills process the abundant supplies 
of hardwoods found locally. Several 
other companies bottle the mountain 
spring waters that originate here. 


INCORPORATED TOWNS— 
There are eight incorporated towns 
in Garrett County: Accident, Deer Park, 
Friendsville, Grantsville, Kitzmiller, 
Loch Lynn Heights, Mountain Lake 
Park and Oakland. They provide 
various services within their juris- 
diction and levy property taxes to 
meet their expenses. Each town has 
a mayor and council chosen in 
nonpartisan elections. County voting 
registration does not include muni- 
cipal voting privilege, and municipal 
elections are not held simultaneously 
with county and state elections. 
Citizens should consult their 
municipal authorities to determine 
where and when to register for 
municipal elections and when 
elections are held.

LOCAL PERSONALITY: 


Alta Schrock hears a voice; an internal message 
from God that tells her where help is needed. She's 
used that voice over her long lifetime to encourage 
self-sufficiency among residents of Appalachia, 
foster economic growth, and to mastermind more 
successful non-profit ventures than most modern 
day entrepreneurs could imagine. 


Alta was born a mile from Grantsville in 1911, 
but shuttled back and forth between homes in 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. “I don’t like boundary 
lines or disciplines,” states Schrock. “I like to look 
at this area as a region - Appalachia.” 


Kept from school by illness during much of 
her childhood, Alta’s inner voice told her to pursue 
a college education. “] knew I needed to go to 
college, but it was during the Depression and | 
didn’t have the means,” she remembers. Through 
the generous gift of a Kansas couple who had read 
some of Schrock’s writings and a scholarship from 
Waynesburg College, the money was found to 
accomplish her goals; a scenario that would be 
repeated many times over the next few decades. 


Alta became the first Mennonite woman to 
receive a doctorate degree when she graduated 
from the University of Pittsburgh in 1944 with a 
Ph.D. in biology. For over 40 years, she taught at 
various colleges, including several years at Goshen 
College, Indiana. It was there, that she had a 
“Divine Imperative” to return to Garrett County 
with a mission to preserve the rich cultural and 
spiritual heritage of Appalachia. 


Following the voice, Alta and a team of local 
supporters built a network of field workers, crafts 
classes and the now famous Penn Alps complex to 
improve the quality of life for local residents. She 
sees her work as a ministry, a labor of love that 
took Alta Schrock from kindergarten teacher to 
business owner; from delivering sewing machines 
and looms to local residents to providing outlets 
for selling the products they produced. 


To date, over 2,000 Appalachian craftspeople 
have profited from craft sales at the Penn Alps gift 
shop and the Spruce Forest Artisan Village. 
Staying true to the goal of helping others help 
themselves, the craft shop now features a section 
of gifts made in Third World Countries. The Penn 
Alps operation itself is a non-profit corporation, a 
fact that is important to Schrock. “We put any profits 
back into programs to help people,” she says. 


In addition to the success of Penn Alps, Alta 
Schrock has initiated two historic journals, two 
festivals (Penn Alps and the Springs (PA) Folk 
Festival), and founded over 15 non-profit organi- 
zations designed to benefit area residents. Her long 
list of honors and awards includes a 1991 induction 
into the Maryland Women’s Hall of Fame.

But don’t ask Alta Schrock to take credit for any 
of her accomplishments. As she sits at her favorite 
table in the restaurant, a bright window filled with 
plants, Alta contemplates the success of the Penn 
Alps complex. The magnitude of what the ministry 
has become sometimes amazes her. As her eyes 
fill with tears, she surveys the restaurant and craft 
shop; “Look what God hath wrought,” she says. 


In response to the inevitable question “What's 
next?”, Alta recites a laundry list of things yet to 
be accomplished; including organizing her many 
writings and family gene-alogy and writing a book. 
“If | could take a trip across the country to see my 
relatives, that would be icing on the cake,” she 
comments. But, you get the feeling that if the voice 
wants to go in another direction, Alta will be ready 
to carry out the work. “I’m just trying to roll with 
the Lord’s punches,” she sighs. 


Her latest project is Friedensheim (house of 
peace), a retreat designed to provide both physical 
and spirit-ual renewal. She considers this project 
the climax of her lifelong commitment to the 
people of the region. “This dream has been with me 
the longest. It’s only now that we have the ability 
to accomplish the goal,” states Dr. Schrock. 


How does Alta Schrock renew herself? Not 


surprisingly, Alta regularly does the “gentle bounce” 


on a trampoline, and takes daily doses of blue 
green algae. She's a fan of alternative medicine and 
reflexology and likes to take drives through Garrett 
County to “collect” sunsets. 


Alta wants to be remembered as someone who 
was ready to drop what she was doing to help 
another person; someone who loves what God has 
given to the Allegheny Mountain region. But, 
residents of the region will remember Alta Schrock 
as one of Garrett County's most valuable human 
resources. But don’t tell Alta...she’ll just give 
credit to the voices.

One of Eloqui’s largest clients is the national 
McDonald's account, for whom Mark designs 
in-store promotional displays. Mark was 
responsible for several illustrations used by the 
restaurant on their popular plastic drink cups; 
including Batman and the Jurassic Park series. 
Creating the likeness of a superhero or dinosaur 
is no easy task. Before he even began to draw, 
Mark took pictures, built models, and even 
sculpted “sample” dinosaurs! 


Mark uses the same process to produce 
designs for other entertainment products. 
For video game addicts, Mark’s illustrations of 
heroes and villains can be seen on game boxes 
across the country. 


Mark Stutzman is best known for designing 
the winning Elvis Presley stamp for the “Legends 
in American Music” series sponsored by the 
U.S. Postal Service. Ironically, Elvis Presley was 
not included in the plan for the original stamps. 
But, the Postmaster General had promised to 
complete an Elvis stamp before his retirement 
which had just been announced. The Post- 
master’s decision to include “The King” proved 
to be a stroke of good luck for Eloqui. 


Seven artists were invited to participate in 
the competition to design the Elvis likeness. 
After allowing the artists’ only one month to work, 
thirty pieces of art were submitted, including 
one by Stutzman. In a unique selection process, 
the public was invited to vote for their favorite 
Elvis stamp. By a 3-1 margin, Stutzman’s 
portrayal of a young Presley was selected and 
Mark's family traveled to Memphis for the 
unveiling ceremony. “I’ve received letters from 


Elvis fans from around the country,” states 
Stutzman. “We went into one store while we 
were in Memphis and were surrounded by 
merchandise with my design on it. It’s a pretty 
strange feeling! ” 


The Stutzman’s are also active in community 
events in Garrett County. Mark is currently on 
the Board of Directors of the Garrett Lakes Arts 
Festival and Laura Stutzman created a print as 
a fund-raiser for the local fire department. 

In addition, Mark has done T-shirt designs for 
other community groups. 


Although most of his work is commissioned, 103) 
Mark plans to design a poster to be used as a ae 
fund-raiser for the May opening of the Garrett 
Lakes Arts Festival. By attending the festival, 
visitors to Garrett County will have the opportunity 
to see Stutzman’s work and meet one of our 
community's most interesting residents. 
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i 1872, faced with the 
task of naming the state’s 
newest county, Richard T. Brown- 
ing considered many names. The 
logical choice seemed to be Glade 
County, appropriate for the location 
and geography of the region, But Browning 
chose to recognize the accomplishments 
of John Work Garrett whose tireless efforts 
led to the development of tourism in West- 
ern Maryland.

Born in Baltimore, Garrett was a stockholder in the Balti- 

more and Ohio Railroad. During the 1850's when the railroad 
experienced financial difficulties, Garrett prepared a thorough report on the line's 
finances for a subcommittee that he chaired. So impressive was the report, that 
Garrett was elected President of the railroad in 1858. 


An intelligent and astute businessman, Garrett supported the Union during the 
Civil War and calculated the defeat of the Confederacy. Garrett was often able to 
give the government the first warning of hostile movement and was honored by 
President Lincoln for his efforts. Garrett's motivation, however, was not born 
out of patriotism; his loyalty and relationship with the government saved his 
railroad from seizure 


After the war, Garrett secured direct rail routes to Pittsburgh, Chicago and an 
independent line into New York. The B&O catered to the needs of its passengers, 
building dining and sleeping cars, and large hotels in the Alleghenies. In West- 
ern Maryland, the railroad not only provided convenient transportation for farm, 
forest and mine products, but through the efforts of John Garrett, the new county 
began to be viewed as a summer resort 


Garrett's plan to bring railroad customers to the western reaches of Maryland 
was delayed until the end of the Civil War. In 1873, construction on the Deer 
Park Hotel was finally completed. The four story resort included a golf course, 
stable and carriage house, laundry building, servants’ quarters, icehouse, chapel, 
recreational building for billiards and bowling, and a large glass-covered bath 
house containing two swimming pools (one for men and one for women) as well

“a large population from the South, East and West will 
probably select this singularly picturesque and attractive 
region for summer resort...”

The Deer Park Hotel quickly became a popular vacation spot, and in 1882, East 
and West annexes were built to double the capacity of the main building. The 
new construction allowed for a ballroom, used for weekly dances and conven- 
tions. Advertisements for the new resort boasted, “Every modern convenience, 
2800 feet above sea level. Absolutely free from malaria, hay fever and mosquitoes. 
On the main line of Baltimore & Ohio Railroad.” 


With the immediate success of the Deer Park, Garrett seized the opportunity to 
create yet another resort in the county. In 1876 the Oakland Hotel opened along 
the tracks of the B&O railroad. The resort was three stories high with long porches 
and large parlors and featured a large ballroom, accommodations for over a 
hundred guests and a large park. 


In 1868, John Garrett erected the stone Garrett Memorial Church in Oakland in 
memory of his brother Henry S. Garrett. It is also reported that five of the county's 
ten post offices were opened during the time John Garrett was developing the 
hotel trade 


Garrett's descendants continued to develop the tourism industry in Garrett County 
after John Work’s death, In 1906, the Garrett family donated nearly two thousand 
acres of forest land in the Swallow Falls area to the state of Maryland. The dona- 
tion carried a stipulation that a new department be created to manage and 
administer the holding. In accordance with the family's request, the General 
Assembly established the state's first Board of Forestry in 1906, The Garrett gift 
formed the beginning of the seven thousand acre Swallow Falls State Forest

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LOcAL PERSONALITY: HELMUTH M. HEISE 


Helmuth M. “Ace” Heise 
has been a driving force 
behind tourism in Garrett 
County for over four decades 
and, according to most Garrett 
Countians, is in large part 
responsible for the economic 
development that has taken 
place here since the mid- 
1950's when he leased Marsh 
Mountain in McHenry for the 
purpose of establishing a 
commercial ski slope. 


In an article appearing in 
the Glades Star, Reverend John 
Grant states “Heise envisioned 
the Marsh Mountain area as 
being part of a four season 
year-round recreation section 
of Deep Creek Lake.” Then 
owner of Will O’ the Wisp 
cabins (which has since been converted into the 
largest high-rise condominium complex in the 
County) and several motels, Heise and other 
local businessmen organized the Deep Creek 
Lake-Garrett County Promotion Council in 1955 
for the purpose of promoting the Deep Creek 
Lake area as a vacation spot. The idea of a ski 
area was born at this time in order to establish 
a winter activity to attract business. 


A native of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, and 
graduate of Temple University, Philadelphia, 
Helmuth Heise is described by his sister, Doris 
Smith, Deep Creek Lake, as “sincere, fair, patient 
and strong.” According to Smith, Heise built the 
first motel in Garrett County and soon realized 
the need for a year-round attraction to the area. 
In his younger days he was a top-notch handball 
player and while serving in the U.S. Air Force 
was given the nickname “Ace” for his prowess 
on the handball courts. Clearly not a behind-the- 
desk person, Heise’s “hands on” approach to 
business has earned him the respect and 
popularity of many who know him. Employees of 
Mr. Heise attest to the fact that he is a “working 
man’s man” who prefers a low profile and that 


he seems to be most proud of 
the snow-making capabilities 
at Wisp. As a matter of record, 
manufacturing companies that 
deal with Wisp have recognized 
those capabilities as being 
among the best in the world. 
Jim Vanderkelen, Snow 
Machines, Inc., Midland, 
Michigan, has referred to the 
Wisp as “leaders in the world 
in snow-making technology, “ 
noting that “Wisp has the 
largest and most energy 
efficient snowmaking system 
in the world. Others may have 
more pipeline or more slopes, 
but Wisp converts the most 
water at higher temperatures 
than any other system in the 
world.” In 1989, Mr. Heise 
was named Honorary Golden Ambassador of the 
22nd Annual Autumn Glory Festival in recogni- 
tion of his contribution to recreation and tourism 
in Garrett County. 


The out-reaching or “ripple effect” of the Wisp 
Ski Resort and an 18-hole golf course has been 
clearly witnessed over the years in the construction 
of year-round accommodations, eating establish- 
ments, and many other businesses created in the 
area in the past few decades to accommodate 
the needs of a growing tourist industry. The golf 
course 1s recognized as one of the top 10 in the 
state of Maryland, as well as the top 500 in 
America in 1996 by Golf Digest magazine. 


Mr. Heise is president of Will O’ the Wisp, 
Inc., HMH Corporation, and Recreational 
Industries, Inc. He and his wife, Evelyn, have two 
sons—Martin and Gary. The Heise family is one 
of the only families in America to have built and 
continuously own and operate a ski resort. Due 
to the foresight of Mr. Heise and the founders of 
the Promotion Council, tourism continues to 
ensure Garrett County's economic well-being.
